“MALE  MINIMUM  WAGE  ACT”  AND 
“FEMALE  MINIMUM  WAGE  ACT” 


Male  and  Female  Minimum  Wage  Order 
No.  13  (1955) 

PURSUANT  to  the  provisions  of  the  “  Male 
Minimum  Wage  Act  ”  and  the  “Female  Minimum 
Wage  Act,”  the  Board  of  Industrial  Relations 
hereby  orders: — 

1.  That  in  any  case  where  an  employee  is 
employed  by  one  employer  in  respect  of  more  than 
one  occupation  and  the  hours  of  work  of  that 
employee  are  restricted  to  8  in  the  day  and  44  in 
the  week  by  the  “  Hours  of  Work  Act  ”  or  an  Order 
of  the  Board,  or  both,  with  respect  to  his  employ¬ 
ment  in  respect  of  any  one  or  more  occupations 
but  not  in  respect  of  all  occupations,  the  minimum 
wage  for  all  hours  worked  by  the  said  employee 
in  excess  of  8  hours  in  any  one  day  and  44  hours 
in  any  one  week  shall,  notwithstanding  the  provi¬ 
sions  of  any  other  order,  be: — 

(a)  Time  and  one-half  of  the  employee’s  regular 
rate  of  pay  for  all  hours  worked  in  excess 
of  8  in  the  day: 

( b )  Time  and  one-half  of  the  employee’s  regular 
rate  of  pay  for  all  hours  worked  in  excess 
of  44  in  the  week  where  the  hours  worked 
do  not  exceed  8  in  any  one  day. 

2.  That  every  employer  shall  post  a  copy  of  this 
Order  and  keep  it  posted  in  a  conspicuous  place  in 
his  establishment  or  other  suitable  place  so  that 
all  employees  affected  thereby  may  have  ready 
access  to  and  see  the  same. 

3.  That  this  Order,  made  by  the  Board  at  Van¬

100.  (1)  All  applications  to  the  Legislative 
Assembly  for  Private  Bills  of  any  nature  whatso¬ 
ever  shall  require  the  publication  of  a  notice  clearly 
and  distinctly  specifying  the  nature  and  object  of 
the  application,  and  when  the  application  refers  to 
any  proposed  work,  indicating  sufficiently  the  loca¬ 
tion  of  the  work,  to  be  signed  by  or  on  behalf  of 
the  applicant. 

(2)  Such  notice  shall  be  published  in  The  British 
Columbia  Gazette  and  once  a  week  in  one  leading 
daily  newspaper  freely  circulating  in  all  parts  of 
the  Province.  The  notice  in  such  newspaper  to 
appear  on  Wednesday  of  each  week. 

(3)  When  the  proposed  Bill  is  of  such  a  nature 
that  it  may  particularly  affect  one  or  more  electoral 
districts,  the  notice  shall  furthermore  be  published 
once  a  week  if  possible  in  some  newspaper  in  every 
electoral  district  affected,  or  if  there  be  no  news¬ 
paper  published  therein,  then  in  a  newspaper  pub¬ 
lished  in  the  electoral  district  nearest  thereto.
